In Three Hours a Loss of Over 
8510,000,000 Was Inflioted.

Leaping From Block to Block the Fire 
Spreads With Lightning Speed. 


Stone and Brick Structures Supposed to Be 
Fire.Proof Melt Before It—Unable to 
Cope With the Increasing Force of the 
Flames, the Department Calls Upon 
Adjacent Cities for Aid—The Section 
Destroyed in 1872 the Scene of To- Dar“ 
Conflagration—The Greatest Excitement 
Prevailed—Some of the Costly Buildings 
Which Fed the Flames—Incidents of 
the Conflagration, 


Bostow, Mass. . Nov. 28.—The fire- bells rang 
out through the driving rain at 8:56 this morn- 
ing and in less than half an houf there was 
foundation for another Boston fire. The 
flames were discovered in the mammoth stone 
building at the corner of Kingston and Bed- 
- ford streets. This-is a building hitherto 
thought to be fireproof and recently built. 
But notwithstanding this it burned 
Hike ai tinder- box, and the flames rose 
hundreds of feet in the air. The fire apparatus 
which had first responded was wholly incapa- 
Ble of handling the fire and they saw this fact 
very plainly when the flames began to leap up 
and out ofthe roof and windows towards the 
bulidings on the otber side of the street and to 
the buildings back of the mammoth 2 
on Roe place. 

ALL THE ENGINES OUT. 

Asecond alarm was sent in about 8:30, and 
when the apparatus responded to this more 
was needed. Alitile after 9 o’clock a third 
alarm was sent out and in half an hour there 
was issued a general alarm, which brought 
apparatus from Cambridge, Somerville and 
Chelsea. : 

From the very start there was little hope of 
the fire being stopped before it had consumed 
several buildings, and the firemen who had 
recently returned from the great Lynn fire 
and wondered how in the vorid it could have 
gained such ‘headway, found out how it is 
themselves. 

At 9:45 steamer No. 1 and hose No. 2 were 
on the way fromthe station in answer toa 
call. Shortly after 9 it looked as if the flames 
had advanced without hindrance up Kingston 
to Summer street. Brown, Durell & 
Co., that fine block which a few 
minutes before had stood in all ite 
magnificence, was now a heap of giowing 

ing. pon whose edge stood an engine, a 

dder and carriage, which had been aban- 
doned in hot haste at the time the building 
collapsed. The old building, No. 80 Kings- 
ton street, now began to light up 
and the Brainerd & Armstrong building 
was just catching. A group of desperate fire- 
fighters were being forced to recede inch by 
inch. Stories were afloat of men who had 
been caught in the falling walls and of other 
fatal accidents, but there was no time to ver- 
ify these reports. 

The buliding occupied by Bradford Thomas 
and the Ames building were involved in the 
general destruction. Eastward, the fire thirty 
minutes later had reached the Freedman buiid- 
ing on the corner of Lincoln and Bradford 
streets, while towards Washington street its 
limitatthe same time, 9:30, was Chauncey 
street. It wae reported that a dead body had 
been taken out of the premises of Cluett, Koon 
& Co., 74 Chauncey street. 

Just before 10 o’clock assistance reached 
the scene from Cambridge, both engines and 
hook-and-iadder trucks arriving. 

SPREADING AT GREAT SPEED. 

From the building of Brown & Dure!!, where 
the fire caught, it spread acrogs the street and 
back through the burning building into 
Chauncey street. Inafew minuter it had ex- 
tended along Chauncey street on the left hand 
bide, eating into the building next on the 
south occupied by Cluett, Koon & Oo. In 
less than ten minutes the flames were tearing 
into the next mammoth stone duliding, océu- 
pied by Williams & Co., on the next corner 
south. From the other side it caught almost 
at once upon the buildings on Roe place 
and the wind favored the supposition that the 
whole South Cove and the wholesale district 
would be doomed, Already every dulld- 
ing had gone from Bedford street 
along Kingston and Chauncey streets and the 
flames were eating up all those on 
the south side of Rowe place. 
On the east side of Chauncey street 
was a block of buildings,all of them mammoth 
structures being occupied as wholesale houses 

the dry goods and fancy goods trade, and 
every endeavor was made to keep them from 
Ca to 

This endeavor was futile, however, and the 
flatoes rushed on in both directions. The 
large retail dry goods establishment of Jor- 
dan, Marsh & Co., dt Washington and Avon 
streets, has been burned, and the Globe 
Theater, at Hayward place and Washington 
street, is now burning. 

2 THE DISTRICT OW FIRE. 

The fire up to 11:30 was confined very nearly 
to the district composed of Bedford, Kings- 
ton and Chauncey. streets, with streets 
branching from them. It is mostly 
filled with wholesale dry goods and 
other wholesale establishments, but little re- 
tall bueiness being dons in that vicinity. 
Among the bulldinge destroyed ure the new, 
élegant Ames building and Brown, Durell & 
Oo. s new building. 

It is impossibie to get a list of those burned 
outat thistime. As near as can be ascer- 
tained at 11:80 eleven blocks of building have

The alarm was promptly answered, but be 
fore a stream could be got on the two 
upper stories, they were pouring 
forth flames that reached across 
Bedford street and caught the stage in 
front of the new Shoe and Leather Exchange 
building in process of erection“ Setond, 
third and general alarms followed each other 
in rapid succession. Before the additional ap- 
paratus arrived, however, the flames had 
leaped across Bedford, Kingston and Colum- 
bus streets, and had also attacked the build- 
ings in the rear in the same blocks, and the 
engines already in position were obliged to 
retreat to new positions on account 
of the great beat and abandon 
their ladders and long lines of hose. 
By 9:15 the handsome brown stone Ames 
building on the opposite curner of Bedford 
and Kingston streets was a mass of flames 
Great sheets of fame pouring 
from every window and ~- reach- 
ing across Bedford street cracking 
the glass of the opposite windowsand setting 
them on firein all their upper stories. By 
9:30 the rear of all the buildings on Chauncey 
street either side of Bedford street were on 
fire and the fire department was apparently 
unable to cope with it. 
THE CALL FOR AID. 

The Chief Engineer appreciated the situa- 
tion, and about 9:30sentto all the suburban 
cities and towns for heip, and by 10 a. m 
engines from the nearer points 
were dashing m from all sides. 
Details of police were arriving from 
the outer districts, and soon bad all that sec- 
tion bounded by Summer, Washington, Essex 
and Lincoin streets roped so thoroughly that 
your correspondent could not get near enough 
to the fire to see anything worth telling. 
Just before he was obliged toretreat before 
their clabs on Avon street, Jordan, Marsh & 
Co., O. F. Hovey à Co., and a host of dry 
goods firms on that street were loading ber- 
dies, express wazons and hacks with 
silks and the more valuable of their 
goods. About 11:80 he succeeded 
in making the attendant of the freight 
elevator at the Adams House allow bim to go 
on top of the roof. The view from this eight- 
story point of vantage embraced the whole 
scene and the fire was apparentiy under con- 
trol. Very little flame was to be seen 
and judging from the occasional view of the 
ruins when the smoke blew away about two 
acres of property have been destroyed, the 
starting point being about the center. Your 
correspondent'’sstay atthe scene was limited, 
however,by the impatience of the elevator man 
who insisted on returning to his duties and 
could not be persuaded to do soalone. A 
walk completely around the section roped off 
by the police just before noon confirmed the 
view from the Adams House roof that the fire 
wae under control.

As near as could be judged from a distance, 
the fire did not quite reach Summer 
street nor Lincoln street, but was 
burned half way through the block 
bounded by Kingston, Summer and Bed- 
ford streets and also that bounded by Bed- 
ford, Lincoln, Essex and Columbia streets. It 
also appears to have reached Essex and 
Chauncey streets at one or two 
points, but to not have crossed 
them. The firemen were aided by 
a pouring rain, which lasted from early last 
evening until just about the time they got the 
fire under control at noon. Otherwise there 
ia little doubt that other fires would 
have been started by the storm of 
embers, some of them as large as half a 
brick, which fell like a snow storm in all di- 
rections, but principally toward the great dry 
goods stores on Washington street. The soakea 
condition of the roofs, hovever, and the 
pouring rain extinguished them before they 
could do anydamage. There is little doubt 
that but for the deluge poured from the clouds 
the fire would have swept through the 
to Common.

or stone, and only sixty belng dweliing 
houses. The loss was estimated at over $100, - 
000,000. Pecuniary ald from all parts of the 
country was freely offered, but declined by 
the city. Afterthe fire stringent municipal 
regulations were adopted against mansard 
roofs, to their general use being ascribed the 
fury of the flames and the difficulty of check- 
ing them.

THE BREAKFAST. 
Eggs a la Paysanne 
Fresh Mackerel aux finesiilerbes. 
Hashed Turkey en Bardure.

Whipped Cream a la Vanille. 
HOW TO MAKE IT. 

EGGS A LA PAYSANNE—Put halt pint of cream 
into a dish, place on the fire, and when it boils 
break in six fresh eggs, season with a pinch of 
galt and six whole peppers; let cook for two 
minutes, and then set it in the oven for three 
minutes, so thatthe eggs get a good goiden 
color, taking care that they do not harden. 
Remove from the oven. place the dish on 
another and serve. 

FRESH MACKEREL AUX FINES HERBES.— 
Take one large fresh mackerel, make six }mall 
incisions on both sides, and place it in a but- 
tered baking dish with half a glassful of white 
wioe, one and a half teaspoonfuls of mush- 
room liquor, a finely chopped shallot, and 
oalf a pinch of salt with the third of a pinch 
pt pepper. Cover with a piece of Duttered 

a per and bake in a moderate oven for fifteen 
minutes, then place the fish on a dish. Pour 
the zravy into a stewpan, adding one table- 
spoonful of cooked fine berbs, a pint of alle- 
mande sauce and a pinch of chopped parsiey. 
Thicken well with a tablespoon of butter; 
stir well until dissolved and pour ‘it over the 
mackerel while serving. 

FINES HERBES—One onion and two shallots, 
two ounces minced mushrooms,one grain gar- 
lic—must be browned in one ounce butter for 
five minutes; then add one teaspoonful chop- 
ped parsloy and pinch of salt and pepper; 
cook ten minutes longer and then let cool off. 

ALLEMANDE SaUCE—Melt two ounces butter 
in a saucepan on a slow tire, with three table- 
spoonfuls of flour to thicken; stir well, not let - 
ting it brown, then moisten with one plat of 
white broth, beating constantly, and cook for 
10 minutes; dilute three egg yolks separately 
in a bowl, pour the sauce over the eng, avery 
littie at a time; strain through a Chinese 
strainer «nd finish with halt an ounce of butter 
and the juice of half a lemon, taking care that 
it does not boil a second time. 

HASHED TURKEY EN BORDURE.—Decorate 
the border of a baking dish with a potato cro- 
quette preparation. (Peel, wash and carefully 
-drain eight small potatoes, cut them in quar- 
tars, place in saucepan, cover with water,add 
pinch of salt, cook thirty minutes and drain; 
then place them in mortar with ounce fresh 
butter, pound well and add yolks of three raw 
eggs; season with half pinch of salt and pepper 
and little nutmeg; mix welland divide into 
twelve parts,sb«ving each one like a cork; dip 
separately into beaten egg and roll them in 
fresh bread crumbs and fry a «olden color for 
three minutes.) Place itin the oven for six 
minutes, then fill the center with hashed tur- 
key ala bechamel. Take a pound and a halt 
of dice-shaped pieces of cooked turkey, place 
in saucepan witha pint of bechamel, three 
tablespovnfuis of mushroom liquor, season 
with pinch salt, pepper and nutmeg; tet ail 
heat together for ten 1 and put it in 
the oven again for five minutes before serv- 
ing. 

STEWED Lima BEANS, WITH CREAM.~—Take 
quart of fresh shelled lima beans, or three 
quarts of unshetied, parboll them in salted 
water for about twenty minutes, thén take 
them from the fire, drain and let cool in fresh 
water; drain again and place them in a sauce- 
pan with an ounce anda half of good butter, 
seasoning with half a pinch of each of salt 
and pepper and the third of a pinch of nut- 
meg. Cook for five minutes, tossing well; 
then moisten with tablespoonfuls of cream, 
adding a pinch of chopped parsley; mix well 


together and serve. 

Wurerep CREAM A LA VANILLE.—Put a pint 
of sweet cream intoa busin. Have a tub ora 
large dishpan: containing chopped ice and a 
littie water and a A the basin on top. Witbha 
soft wire egg whip beat the cream slowly at 
fret and increase in velocity until t becomes a 
flue froth. Sweeten with two ounces of pow- 
dered sugar aod add a teaspoonful of vanilla 
flavoring, beating constangly. Let it rest and 
use when needed. Kemov all the superfluous 
milk which may be found with the cream be- 
fore using it. 5

Hamilton, the Cyclone, and Murphy, the 
Champagne Jockey~How They All Ride 
and Why They Win—Their Weak Points. 


HE retirement of Mo- 

Laughlin leaves the 

American turf without 

an idol. The images 

of Garrison, Murphy, 

Hamilton and Hayward 

were broken long ago, 

and now racé-goers 

have no jockey to 

swear by,says the New 

: York Tribune. Barnes 

was full of the brightest promise, but two 
yeare of success almost unrivaled since the 
days of Fordham bave turned his head and 
checked, if they have not entirely choked, a 
brilliant career. Anderson, clever enough at 
times, will never be anything better than the 
‘*8pider.’’ He knows nothing of riding as an 
art; is too ignorant to understand the finesse 
of his calling. Anderson is a shoe 
maker, but plays craps with remarkable 
skill. The Covington brothers, George and 
„Major, both light-weights, are keen 
youngsters from the West, knowing more 
tricks of their trade than many older heads, 
but they will never be worshiped by the bet- 
ting community, because they are George and 
„Major“ Covington. And there are seventy 
other jockeys in this country who 
can not hope; to reach the rank 
of McLaughlin it they live a thousand years. 
A boy who has recently come into notice 
is young McDonald. He is plucky and daring, 
without being reckless, and has shown a pa- 


that many full-fledged jockeys do not possess. 
This ts his first season in the saddle. He rides 
at ninety pounds, and never loses his bead, 
Moser is a manly little fellow, but it le doubt- 
ful if your Uncie Wiiliam Daly is training him 
inthe way he should go. He will probably 
ride for his father next year. Daly’s otner 
pupils, Palmer and Lambley, will never 
amount to anything. Yet Daly made America’s 
first and greatest jockey. Of all his ‘virtues 
this isthe one that will best bear engraving 
on bis tombstone: ‘‘He taught McLaughlin 
hew to ride. 
M’ LAUGHLIN, THE HUSTLER. 

To call McLaughlin a hustier sums up in one 
word nearly all his perfections as a jockey. 
The dictionary definition of this word is not 
half broad enough, but the world does not 
bave to go to Worcester or Webster to learn 
ite meaning. It had its development and 
proper application in the wild and woolly re- 
gion & our common country, and has spread 
wherever American push and energy 
have penetrated. To hustle, in short, 
means to get there by the nighest 
cut. Getting there made McLaugh- 
in's fame and established the American 
school of riding. No other jockey ever rode 
as MoLaughiin did when at the pinnacie of his 


fame. Tyrfmen will tell 
you on the spur of the 
moment that races are 
won at the finish, but 
when advised to oon- 
sider. seriously the 
style and method of, 
McLaughiin they win 
admit that most of his 
races were won at the 
beatnning. In certain 
respects other jockeys 
are his equals, possibly z 
bis superiors, but as a 
rider of 2-year-olds he 
was never approached. 2 

It was on the T. 1. C. * 
he made his name. 
Here the English artof 
waiting was a disastrous 
expedient. English Jimm 
—" importations, such as Hayward, Bar- 

, Feakes and Costello, held their own over 
a distance of ground, but when it came 
to a dash of five, six or seven furlongs they 
were hopelessiy outclassed. McLaughlin 
would bave the race won before they got 
fairly started. When in the employ of the 
Dwyers be rode their 2-year-olde at exercise 
and taught them the art of getting away. No 
matter where he might be when the starter 
dropped his red flag he was invariably in the 
lead atthe end of the first sixteenth. Then, 
having the field at his back, he would take a 
gentle pull at his mount, coax him into his 
stride, give him a chanoe to recover breath, 
and in the home stretch come away an easy 
winner with the field foundering at bis heels. 

There seemed to be a mental relation de- 
tween McLaughlin and his mounts 
that inspired them with confidence. Many 
times he won with horses that ridden by other 

ckeys would have been unplaced. No say- 

ng ie truer than that good horses make good 
jockeys. A roguish horse, one that will not 
try, will ruin the reputation of any rider. The 
Dwyers for several years gave McLaughlin the 
best mounts that trod the turf, mounts 
that almost any jockey could have ridden to 
such was McLaughlin's 
he received all the 
the marvelous success of 
the Brooklyn stable. In 188% the Dwyers’ 
horses were in bad shape; they could win 
little or nothing for months, and during that 
period the public did its best to hound Me- 
aangbtin « the turf. 
mun 2 held him responsible for every defeat 
he suffered. No explanation or excuse could 
satisfy investors who loston his mounts. 
The horses he rode became despised by out- 
siders in the betting—there is no surer vi- 
dence of a jookey's fall—and the busy tongue 
of scandal tarn shed his fair name. 

Disgusted and disheartened, he left the 
Dwyers and signed with the Chicago Stable 
for the season of 1889. But the change gained 
him nothing. Weight and discouragement 
overtook him. He wss under contract to ride 
at 116 pounds, but found it well nigh impossi- 
ble to get down to 125, so before the season 
was haif gone hethrew up his contract and 
retired from the saddle. Returning East he

McLaughlin’s exceptional skill on the T. Y. 
©. served him to little purpose over a distance 
of Ar and in the longer races, say from a 
mile and a quarter to two miles, be often met 
his match in Haywood, Garrison and Hamii- 
ton. Asa judge of pace he never ranked with 
Hayward, than whom America has not seen a 
more finished artist, while in a driving finish 
both Garrison and Hamilton frequently proved 
themselves his superiors. But take him all in 
all we shall not see hie like again.

He falled 
with Haggin and failed with Belmont for rea- 
sons which it would be uncharitable to men- 
tion here. Heis truly great when about to 
uncork a ‘‘good 2 which some small 
owner has kept long bottled up waiting for 
the ‘‘Suapper’’ to acceptthe mount. By his 
own admission, beisa poor judge of pace. 
He is at bis best when riding a waiting race 
over a distance of round. His success with 
two-year-olds is not phenomenal. He is much 
too rough a nurse ror these babies of the turf, 
who resent the violent methods of the Pride 
of Brighton Besch, methods acquired from 
the inertia of tough old fives pounded and 
spurred and whipped and hammered to vio- 


tory. 
MURPHY, THE COLORED ARCHER. 
Murphy is a nice, modest, agreeable, sensi- 
ble, od-looking Garkey who has built a 
ig reputation On very small capital. 

To distinguish pine eeeariy it may be said he is 
the most graceful horseman on the American 
turf. He might bave been born in a saddle, 
he looks so comfortable and contented in one, 
so all serene. He bas a penchant tor 
8 finishes, the temptation to draw it 
ne not infrequently Overmastering his judg- 
ment, andcausing him to lose on tha post 
races at the mercy of his mount. In order to 
shine at his brightest 
Murphy wants to be 
mounted on a horse 
about ferty pounds bet- 
ter than any other horse 
in a race. This enadies 
aim to lounge along in 
the rear ofthe field till 
he strikes the home- 
stretch and comes in 
range of the clear vis- 
ion of admirers in the 

rand stand and on ‘the 

awn. Then letting his 
mount move up and 

his nose In front of the 
leader he proceeds to Isaac Murphy. 
hold it there iu a mostartistic way ti:l both 
horses pass the judges. It is the height of 
Murphy's ambition to ridesuchafinish. He 
is the greatest champagne jockey on earth— 
sometimes to the sorrow. of his backers. 


HAYWARD, THE ARTIST. 

That the oldest jockey in America is not the 
most successful fe due tothe wide difference 
that exists between the American and En- 
glieh styles of riding races. To call Hayward 
an artist is not going too far, accepting the 
word in its broadest sense. No judge of 
horsemansh or deny that he isa master of 
the art of 42 eyship. A perfect seat, skiliful 
hands, ju mens of pace, coolness, patience, 
foresight, ability to gauge the strength of his 
opponents, to discover their weak pointe, 
2 in emergencies, courage in 

ifficulties—all the tricks and 
his calling are embodied in 
Hayward. McLaughin bad one way of riding, 
Garrison hag one Way, Hamilton one way, 
Murphy one way; Hayward has a dozen ways. 
His versatility is his distinguishing charac- 

teristic. The writer has 

seen him ride three win 

ners in one afternoon and 

ride each so differently 

from the others as to 

cause doubt of the 

rider’s identity. With 

one he waited in the rear 

to come with the rush at 

the faish; with another 

he forced the pace from 

end to end; the third he 

carefully nursed tili the 

time came to strike, 

when he struck victori- 

ousiy. He excels in the 

ability to ride and whip 

at the same time, which enables bim at all 

times to make a strong finish. No one ever 

accused Hayward of letting a mount go to 

— from inability to keep him together. 

he jockey does not live who has better control 

ofahorse. Ifthe writer had a racing stable 

and Garrison were his chief jockey there 

should be no such a thing asa whip about the 

establishment. The Snapper“ cannot ride 

andwhip at the same time. It is ost a 

dead-sure thing when he takes up his whip 

he is beaten.

He is the most 
accommodating of jockeys, the most faithful 
to his employer, the most conecientious in the 
discharge of his duty. He earns his salary. 
He is not puffed up, neither does he pose. At 
all times, mornivg, noon and night, he is the 
same old Dad Hayward, as the track 
help affectionately calihim. Yet Hayward is 
not conspicuously successful in touching the 
heart of the public. He is devoid of persona! 
maguetism and will never be a popular idol, 


THE CYCLONIC HAMILTON. 


lf Hamilton were less ignorant he would be 
less successful in the saddie. It is the striking 
prevaience of bone over brain that makes him 
a areat jockey. He rides with brutish force, 
and if necessary will cutdown everything in 
his path. His perceptive faculties are so dull 
that he never sees danger; hence his apparent 
boldness . a characteristic that 
be called by apother name. His 
clone rushes in a finish are 80 over- 
powering that no ordinary jookey dares to 
resist them. Ne matter how large the fleid 
nor how frequent the pocketings, Hamilton 
always manages to get throuch when he wants 
to win. o to the light-weight that refuses 
to pullout when the clone sweeps upon 
him trom the rear! Neither his own life nor 
that of his opponens seems to have the slight- 
est value In hiseyes. He has been called up 
by the judges more often than any other 
8 America for reckless and even foul 
riding.. 

Like Garrison, Hamilton has neither seat 
nor hands, grace nor style. Hie stirrups are 
so short that his knees are sometimes higher 
than his borse’s witbers, and he looks so un- 
comfortable, so imsécure, that one might 
reasonably expect to see him unhorsed by a 
jostic. Yet the writer has never seen Hami 
thrown, j reached the height ot 
his tame this year. McLaughlin was the

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Religious Services Held To-Day in 
All the City Churches.

All Business Given Over and the Day Spent 
in Church and at Home—The Local Pas 
tors Take Occasion to Lecture Their 
Flocks on the Duties of Citizenship and 
the Sins of American Politicians—Other 
Observations—Entertainments, 


HANKESGIVING DAY, 
alias Turkey day, has 
come again. A raw, 
snowy day, as that on 
which the Puritans 
roasted maize,fed and 
were happy in the 
wilderness of the new 
world - When St. 
Louis’ site was fur- 
ther from their know, 
ing than the North 
pole is from those 
who live to-day. A chilly, blustering winter’s 
day that makes the fires at home more com- 
forting in the contrast. A day for getting up 
late, breakfasting gluttonously, loitering, and 
dining early. A dar for lingering at the table, 
for dining long and well. One of those 
days you read about in the story 
books. One that gives color to 
the walkers’ cheeks, heartiness to greetings, 
strength to the grip of hands, ring to the jolly 
laugh. A day to end before an open fre, 
cracking nuts and jokes. 

And there are those who on this day of feast- 
ing shall not eat. The festival returning has 
found them where it left them just a year 
ago—struggling to live. 

There aré those who find no joy in robust 
winter winds that boisterously undo the frail 
fastening of rattling doors and puff the soot 
down chimneys that do not smoke to-day. 

Union Market was filled last night witha 
mass of turkey-celery-cranberry-sauce-and- 
mineé-pie-hungry men and women, There 
were boys with watery mouths and shining 
eyes tugging athuge baskets of things to be 
thankful for. Women with babies in their 
arms, women with children at their skirts, 
and unincumbered stewards of families 
poked the huge, tender birds, and emptied 
lightly laden purses. Men with small idea of 
quality, but possessed of afull appreciation 
of the necessity for quantity, overhauled the 
stocks at railroad speed, loaded their re- 
ceptacies and went their way. 

There was jostling everywhere. The butch- 
ers’ stalis, heaped and hung with beef and 
mutton, fhe oyster dens, the stalle for gar- 
den stuff, the turkey piles, all were crowded. 
Grocers’ wagons were running half the night 
delivering the necessary supporters of the 
market’s supply. The poor man and poverty 
were crowded out of sight. 

To-day work is suspended in every part of 
the olty. But few employers are grasping 
enough to take from the men this one general 
holiday. The employed claim ut, by virtue of 
the President's and Governor's proclamation, 
But few business houses weré opened, and of 
that few many remained open but for an hour 
or two. 

There were services of thanksgiving in 
nearly all the city churches, in many the 
order of service-Deing most elaborate. 


Christ Church, 


At the Christ Church Cathedrial Bishop Tut- 
tle delivered a sermon on Civil Service Re- 
form.’’

The new retreat le to bea very large and 
fine structure and will bea ootable sdditon 
to the Catholic instititutions at Normandy.

The accompanying cut is an Illustration of 
the building, designed by E. Jungenfeld & 
Oo., the architects, wbo will superintend its 
construction. It is to be a plain, substantial, 
well-built structure with limestone founda- 
tions, stock- brick front with stone and molded 


brick trimmings, braced with brick wall par- 
— throughout and protected with a siated 
roof. 

HISTORY OF THE HOUSE. 

It was in the fall of 1884 that this order first 
conciuded to establish itself in St. Lou.s and 
with that object in viewthe Foster place on 
Page avenue east of Goodfellow was pur- 
chased. On getting possession of the prop: 
erty the Fathers improved it handsomely with 
shrubbery and rare flowers, the beauties of 
which never failed to attract attention to the 
place with its neat, well-kept buildinzs and 
hot-bouses in the background on the north 
side of the avenue.

OLD BOREAS GOMES OUT OF HN CAVE AND

The First Freeze of the Year Accompanied 
by Snow—The Streets This Morning Filled 
With Sliding Cars and Slipping Pedes- 
trians—The Signal Service Predicts a Fall 
te Zere 10-Morrow Morning. 


The first cold wave of the season reached 
this city about 12 o’clock last night, preceded 


by a light snow, which melted and 
increased the volume of slush in 
the streets. When the cold settied 


down to freezing, the belated celebrators of 
Thanksgiving Eve found the sidewalks dim. 
cult to tread. The early street cars left the 
tracks which were filled with frozen mud 
and wandered about over the streets for 
several hours, rattiing and bumping along, 
untilthe salt had made an impression and 
cleared the rails. The cold wave was not un- 
expected. Yesterday a warning was sent oat 
from the Signal Service office in the dome tnat 
avery low temperature was expected this 
morning as far South as Northern Texas. 
LIEUT. DAY, 
speaking of the celd wave this morning, said: 
„n Tuesday, the 26th, two areas of low 
barometer, one in Montana and Dakota and 
the other in the extreme south appeared on 
the chart. Thetw: joined together Tuesday 
night over Missouri and Arkansas with rain 
south of St. Louis and enow north of this city 
covering the Ohio and Mississippi valleys. 
Wednesday morning the storm had moved to 
North Ohio, developing considerable energy 
with rain over the entire country east 


of the — ge and light snows in Mis- 
souri, Iowa aud Minnesota. An area of bia 
barometer extended from Manitoba to Texas, 
with a temperature of 10 deg. below zero just 
north of Dakota. Last night 
THE STORM HAD MOVED 
stili farther to the east witha material in- 
crease in energy andthe high area with at- 
tendingcold. In other words th- cold wave fol- 
lowing the storm had extended well into Ne- 
braska and Iowa. This morning thesame thing 
is true ofthestorm andthe cold wave has 
extended to Arkansas and just touched North- 
ern Texas. It willincrease in intensity and 
extend eastward from the Rocky Mountains 
with a temperature approaching zero at St. 
Louis Friday morning, producing ‘north- 
ers’ in Texas, and a general 
freeze up well into the Southern States. Dur- 
ing the fall of last year there was no cold 
lower than 30 deg. above zero antil quite late 
in December, and no well-marked storm and 
attendant cold wave of a severity equaling this 
was experienced during the entire winter. It 
was only during February that a temperature 
below zero was reached, and only eight days 
during that month ard the entire winter.

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FEND HER PROPERTY. 


One ofthe Robbers—The Ruffian Reeg - 
nized as a Former Empire at the 
House He Was Trying to Plunder—A 
Fosse in Pursuit—if Captured He Will Be 
Lynched. 


, CANANDAIGUA, N. T., Nov. 28.—Jonn Use of 
Springfield, Livingston County, and another 
unknown man, entered the house of Daniel 
‘Mead of the same town at midnight last night 
and to-day Use isin hiding in the woods on 
the bunk of the Genesee River with a sheriff's 
posse numbering 100 men after him. Mrs. 
Mead, whose room was on the grotind floor, 
was awakened in the night by a note in 
the sitting-room, and when she opened the 
door between the chamber and the sitting · 
room, she discovered a man lifting the secre- 
tary where Mead kept nis money, and another 
standing by the stair door with his ear close 
to it, as if on guard. She advanced into the 
room, and said: Who gre you, and what are 
you doing there?“ 

The wan at the desk turned and 220 a grab 
for her throat, but the woman was strong and 
quick, as well as brave, and she seized him 
and called loudly for help. She maintained the 
unequal contest with the burglar until his 
confederate beat her with a elub and broke 
her arm and wrist in three places. Mr. Mead, 
whose room was upstairs, was not awakened 
untl he heard the smashing of furniture in 
the struegle below. He rushed down and at 
the foot of the stairs metoneof the ruffians 
and grappled with him. Mead had the best of 
the tussie and had nearly overpowered the 
man when the other pulled a revolver and 
fired into bis face, the bullet entering the 
mouth and passing through the 
back of the head, making a 
probably fatal wound. As soon as Mrs. Mead 


got free she started for the neighbors to give 
the alarm, although she was almost powerless 


-from the loss of blood. With the pluck she 


bad shown in her encounter with the robbers 
she dragged herself to the next house and 

avethe alarm. When assistance came the 

urgiars had fled and Mead was found on the 
floor of the sitting room near the stairway 
door, unconscious, The room gave evidence 
of a terrible struggle. The furaiture was 
smashed and the walis bespattered with blood 
trom wounds inflicted on the heroic woman s 
— 2 with a club wielded by one of the burg - 
ars. 

THE ROBBER RECOGNIZED. 

Mrs. Mead recoguized the man who dealt 
the blows as Jobn Use, a man who had lately 
been employed upon the place, and a 
was at once organized to capture him. hen 
they reached his house his wife said he was 
notathome; buthe was, and his pursuers 
went upstairs after him. He jumped out of a 
second-story window and fled to the w 
taking with him a repeating rifle. The men 
followed and surrounded the forest, but a 
wholesome fear of the repeating rifle pre- 
vented their going after him. There ts a well- 
known cave on the bank of the Genesee sur- 
rounded by a dense thicket, and it is believed 
that Use has taken refuge there. The forest 
is surrounded, so that it is a matter of time 
when Use will be captured. The Meads are 
popular, and if their injuries prove fatal, as is 
very likely, Use will need strong protection 
to prevent the citizens from meting out pun- 
ishment without legal formality. Use’s cen- 
federate escaped while the attention of the 
citizens were directed to Use, and no trace of 
bim has been found.

LIKE OTHER COMMODITIES,

With tne demonetization of silver began an’ 
era of contraction, not perhaps shown by the 
ageregate figures of the 1 currency, 
but by the disproportion between the increase 
of the currency and the business of the coun- 
try, which bas increased out of all proportion 
to the growth of our aggregate circulating 
medium. Of the mans of gold in the country 
obtained since resumption, some 3200, 000, 
is Kept in the treasury and is virtually no part 
of the working currency. It isonly drawn out 
when used fur foreign shipment. Our working 
curren consists of tiegal-tender notes, 
pationa bank notes silver cvin 
and silver certificates. e latter do not 
now increase as fast as national bank 
notes are retired. Therefore it can truth- 
fully be said that the stock of curren that 
Goes tue work of the country is slowly but 
surely diminisiing, while the business de- 
mends upon it are constantly increasing. 
Thus there have been two influences at wurk 
tending to Increase the measuring. power of 
money In the United states, and consequent 
depreciation ot property: One, the xeneral 
effect of the demonetization of silver; and the 
other, the Contraction of the particular kind 
of currency used. While our dollars are of 
silver, and the silver certificates are based 
upon them, so far both these dollars and 
their representatives have been restricted in 
amount and kept on a gold basis by a policy 
that has 
FAVORED THE GOLD MONO- METALLIC STANDARD. 

In considering this resolution, I wish to 
call the attention of the convention to the 
following points, which in ali the confusing 
controversy on the silver question seem to be 
agreed upon: 

1. Tnat silver and gold were kept at a nearly 
uniform relation of values by free coinage of 
both metals at the mints of the Latin Union 
and the United States prior to 1878. 


2. That the cessation of free coinage caused | 


the gold price of silver bullion to sink from 
about $1.30 to about 0.924% ver ounce. 

3. That if it bad not been for the act of Feb- 
ruary 14, 1878, directing the coinage of not lees 
than $2,000,000 or more than $4,000,000 worth of 
silver per month, the gold price of silver 
bullion would have gone much lower. in 
other words, the coinage of the minimum 
amount of silver dollars has measurably sus- 
tained the gold price of silver builion and 
also the price of property. 

4. That if the Act of 1878 were repealea, 
and the coinave of silver dollars were to cease, 
tne gold price of silver bullion would sink 
from 92 cents to about 67 conte 
per ounce. This was admitted by gold 
mono-metallic witnesses before the Royal 
Commission in England. If it be admitted 
that the coinave of $2,000,000 worth of standard 
silver per month has sustained the gold price 
of silver 25 cents per ounce, would not 
donbiing its eoinage, as is called for by this 
resolution, raise the price of silver? 

This resolution 

AIMS AT TWO THINGS: 

First, to show that the full and fair use of 
the remonetizing act of 1878 would increase 
the value of silver builion and thereby all 
other commodities, and set at rest many of 
the accepted fallacies in regard to silver 
which no Secretary of the Treasury bas ever 
yet tried todo. Second, by giving at oncea 
much needed addition to our currency. It 
certainly can do no harm to try the experi- 
ment of coining $4,000,000 worth of silver per 
month forso laudable a purpose, But even 
this increased coinage of silver would not 
give us all the currency we need. It will only 
makeanet addition of about $1,000,000 per 
month after allowing for the present rate of 
reduction of national bank currency (viz., 
about $3,000,000 per month). 

In offering the foregoing resolution and in 
giving my ideas on it Idonotintend to be 
considered as opposed to free coinage. But 1 
do think it more advisable to compel action 
under the present law as speedily as possible 
and perfect a free coinage act after t effect 
of this increased coinage has been tested.

Resolved, That a National Silver Committee 
be appointed, to consist of one member from 
each State and Territory represented in this 
convention and one member from the District 
of Columbia, to be selected by their respective 
delegations, and ten members to be selected 
by the President of this convention and tae 
committee which called this convention. 

That said National Silver Committee be en- 
powered to call another National Silver Con- 
vention at such time and plac as it may 
select, and provide for the election of dele- 
gates thereto upon such basis of representa- 
ion and in such manner as it may deem ex- 
pediont; 

That the said National Silver Committee be 
further empowered to provide for the organi- 
zation of State and National Silver Leagues, 
for the printing and distribution of docu- 
ments, for the employment of speakers, for 
such other measures as it may in ite discretion 
adopt to promote the purposes of this con- 
vention and for tne coliection of funds to de- 
fray the expenses of such work. 

Said National Silver Committee shall mest 
and organize by the election of a president 
and other officers immediately. upon the ad - 
ouroment of this convention. 

Said National Silver Committee shall be 
further empowered to appoint from its own 
members an executive committee of nine 
members, of whom five shall constitute a 
quorum, who may be vested with all the 
powers of the full vommittee, except the 
power to issue a call for a National Silver 
Convention, which power shall only be exer.- 
cised at a meeting of the tull oommittee called 
fur that purpose, at which meeting a majority 
of said full committee shall be present, either 
in person or by proxy. 

It was then moved that the resolution be 
adopted. , 

The President: ‘‘The gentleman moves that 
the sabatitute now offered by the gentlemen 
from Nevada be adopted in piace of the reso- 
lution reported from the committee.

PRESENTING THEIR REPORT. 

The Chairman: Tue next order of bust. 
ness will be the report of the Committee ow 
Resolutions.’’ 

Mr. Bland: The Committee on Resolu- 
tions had a long consultation last night, and 
instructed the chuirman of the committee to 
report back the resolutions with certain alter- 
ations and amendments. It was considered, 
Mr. Chairman, that the importance of the 
memorial, and the attention and labor neces- 
sary to put it in shape, required that some 
more time be taken to prepare it. So that the 
statistics and argumente necessary for such 
a paper should be properly presented, 
the committee, not having time 
to perform this labor, instructed the 
chairman of your committee to report the 
resolution to the convention, and that the 
chairman of your convention appoint a com- 
mittee of five, who, in connection with tne 
chairman of the convention, well prepare, as 
early as practicabie, this memoriai for pres- 
entation to the Congress of the country. 
The resolutions of the convention proper were 
also somewhat modified. Instead of fixing any 
certain date for the resumption of free coinage, 
it demands that Congress, at ite first session, 
shall provide for the opening of she mints for 
the free coinage of silyer; and in the mean- 
time that the authorities shall execute the 
law in reference tothe coinage of silver as it 
now existe. I will send the report of the com- 
mittee to the Secretary’s desk for submission 
to the convention, and ask that it be read.’’ 

The Secretary read the report as follows: 


THE RESOLUTIONS. 

The National silver Convention held in St. 

Louis, Mo., November 26, and 28, 1889, 
ted this preamble and resolutjon as their 
deliberate opinions: 

That the demoneétization of silver has 
worked a practical violation of every contract 
then existing in the United States, entaiied 
uncounted losses, reduced prices more than 
80 per cent and its effect is 
practically to make debts rpetual, 
as it takes from the debtor the ability 
to pay; that it Causes contraction in the cur- 
route, which reduces the value until there is 
no profit left to the farmer, planter or meg of 
small capital, who depend upon the sale of 
prodacts for returns fur their labor. 

That we believethe certificate of the gov- 
ernment, backed dollar tor dollar by gold and 
silver coin, on the product in the Treasury of 
the United States, is a safe and sound cur- 
rency, and has been approved by the people. 

That considering the contraction caused by 
the surrender Of national bank notes during 
the past three years and the vast sums that 
must be collected by the cancellation of Gov- 
eroment bonds during the next three years, 
the necessity of restoring silver is as manilest 
as is the justice of such a policy. 

That the gold and eliver of the West, pour- 
ing ip a steady stream upon the East for 
forty years, vVitalized every form of business 
there and steadied and upheld the credit of 
the nation through the great war and made 
resumption possible, and that what we now 
demand is as much more to thé interest of the 
East than of the Westas the productions of 
the East exceed in value the productions of 
the West. 

That we believe in equal rights of gold and 
silver, and free colnage for both, and that no 
pation ever had or ever will have too much 
gold aud silver coins. 

Now, therefore, be it resolved; that the 
Fitty-first Congress be requested by this con- 
vention to provide at ite first session 
for.opening the mintsofthe United States 
tothe free and unlimited coinage of . 
dard silver dollars of the present weight and 
fineness, to be legal tender for ail debts pub- 
lie or e equal with gold, and that until

Second, Thatthe Executive and Congress 
are hereby most earnestly solicited and urged 
to take such appropriate action in furtherance 
of the object contemplated as may be in con- 
sonance with law and International usages. 

Third, That under the directions of the Pres- 
ident and Secretary of this convention prop- 
erly authenticated copies of the foregoing res- 
olutions shall be furnished the President and 
each member of Congress and that such fur- 
ther publicity be given thereto as shall in 
thelr judgment best promote the objects pro- 
posed.

We have already passed a 
resolution referring to the American Con- 
tinent—rather recognizing the Monroe 
Goctrine, in which I have great faith— 
and I may say that Ihave no objections to a 
uniform system of weizhts and measures in 
coinage. If we can have a uniform coinage of 
our American system, let it be so. Nov, 1 
think, after having appointed at this conven- 
tion a Committee on Call this resolu- 
tion belongs there. see no ob- 
jection to it, dul I think that if, when 
the convention met, we that no extra- 
neous matter should be introduced into it, 
that wesnould adhere to that avreement.

And Judge Nermile Discharges the Defend.

Was Acquitted of Murder—Gallagher in 
Jail—The Crime in Detail. 


ROBABLY no man in 
&t.Louis will eat Thanks- 
giving dinner to-day with 
greater relish than will 
David J. Gallagher. This 
morning he was acquitted 
of murderin the first de- 
gree and is now a free 
man. He has cause for 
being thankful. 

\ Gallagher was charged 

W. with killing his wife. His 

= S trial was commenced on 
? Monday morning last 
when a panel of forty-seven jurors were se- 
lected. An adjournment was then taken to 
Wednesday when the taking of teatimony for 
the prosecution wae commenced. The State 
based its action on the ground tbat Gallagher 
bad for weeks previous to the death of his 
wife been heard on various occasions to make 
‘threats against ber life. Two disreputable 
women testified to these facte and said that 
the day preceding the tragedy Gallagher was 
heard to say that ‘‘before to-morrow night 
Nettie will be dead. If she won't live with me 
I will kill her.’’

BOTH HUSBAND AND WIFE 

were also taken as a strong point against the 
prisoner. The principal witness for the State 
Was not present. This was the girl, Lizzie 
Butler. She was the last person in the room 
before the tragedy,and ber statement was de- 
pended on for a successful prosecution. But 
abe could not be found. The case was called 
for trial early lust spring, and continued at 
the last moment when the Circuit Attorney 
noted the giri’s absence. 

The defense first proved the good character 
of the defendant, then brought witnesses to 
show that he had never been seen to carry a 
knife.

He etays when Gallagher was 
well he was absolutely no trouble 
and the short time that he was laid up 
with malaria last spring he never complained. 
Since last Christmas he has had charge of the 
jail library and spent most of bis 
term reading and working about 
the big case which stands on the north side of 
the auditorium, just west of the cage. He 
had few visitors and fourd his chief consola- 
tion in the cigars which were furnished him. 

About II o' clock he

They had been separated for some months and 
met by agreement to mend ~ toy py - in their 
marital ‘ relations. Gallagher 
was accompanied * girl named 
Lizzie Butier,. three had  sup- 
per together. Then Gallagher sent 
Lizzie Butler out for a pitcher of beer. She 
returned fve minutes later and found Mrs. 
Gallagher dead. She had been stabbed three 
times in the breast and neck. Gallagher’s 
throat was cut but he was still alive 
and recovered to answer to the charge of mur- 
der. The room had the appearance of a 
siaughter pen and was badly disarranged. 
There was every pace of a terrible 
struggle.

STREETS IN THE CITY WHICH FEW PEOPLE 
HAVE EVER HEARD OF. 


Theroughfares Which Are Used Every Day, 
but Which Few People Can Locnte—Un. 
known Streets Lecated Right in the Cen. 
ter of the City— eme Odd Names That 
Have Been Made Immortal. 


1 IS safe to say that 
not one person in a 
hundred is familiar 
with the names of 
more than half the 
streets in the city, 
and the percentage 
of those who could 
go to a particular 
strect without 1 
hunting it up in the 
directory is very 
small indeed. 

The average citi- 
zen has certain beat- 
en paths which he 
follows almost un- 

consciously day ‘by day, and when hedoes 
make a departure and goes on an expedition 
of discovery is surprised to find how many 
streets there are whose existence he never be- 
fore even suspected. 

The names of many streets in St. Louis 
are unknown to the majority of 
the inhabitants, the only people who 
do know them being the few who live in the 
immediate neighborhood of them. Many of 
these unfamiliar streets are not far removed 
from the business center of the city, but be- 
cause of their being slightly out of the main 
lines of travel are unnoticed. 

The following list of comparatively little 
known streets is given as an illustration, and 
it is safe to say that not one reader in a hun- 
dred could locate more than two or three of 
them, and many of them will be entirely new. 

WHERE ARE THEY? 

Tom street is within rifle shot of the center 

of the city, yet it is unfamiliarto nearly every- 


one except those who Itve upon it. It runs 
from Eugeuia street to Clark avenue just west 
of Twentieth and ts one of the old thorough- 
fares of the olty.

York Statutes.

FIVE YEARS OF DIVORCE, 


Results in France of the New Law on the 
Subject. 


The French Journal Oficiel, in its recent sta- 
tistics as to the population of France, gave 
some tables showing the numberof divores 
which have been granted since the new law 
came into force five years ago. The total up 
to the end of last year was 17,177, and they are 
classed as under:

The proportion of 4.6 per 10,000 married 
couples of 1884 is, of course, calculated upon 
the basis of the number of divorces granted in 
five months, being the same for the previous 
seven months, when the act was not yetin 
force; and with regard to the decrease in the 
number of divorces granted in 1886 it has to be 
observed that the procedure was considerably 
simplified that year, whence, no doubt, comes 
the marked increase in the two succeeding 
years. 

Speaking broadly, it may be said that there 
Is one divorce in France for every 435 mar- 
riages, but the proportion varies enormously 
in different departments, as nearly one-third 
are obtained by residents in Paris and the 
suburbs, while about 45 percent of the other 
divorces have been obtained by residents in 
large towns. Since the new law came into 
force there have been 5,208 divorces in the De- 

artment of the Seine, 634 In the Gironde, 

12 in the Seine-et Oise, 587 in the 
Nord, 885 in the Bouches-du-Rhone, 649 
in the Rbone, 493 in the Seine 
inferieure, and 15 in the Aisne, while at the 
other end of the scale there have been only 12 
in the Correze, 10 in the Cantal, 9 in the 
Hautes-A!lpes. 8 in the Savoie and 2 in the 
Lozere. At first the divorces granted were, in 
93 cases Out of 100, the sequel f judicial sepa- 
rations, but of late this proportion has been 
decreasing so rapidly that 80 per cent of the 
divorces granted aré now obtained without 
any previous sepuration. 

The causes assigned for obtaining a divorcee 
are, tn nine cases out of ten, cruelty and 
desertion, and where adultery is alleged the 
petitioner has, 71 times out of 100, been the 
busband. Of the 4,708 divorces pronounced 
last year 121 were after less than two years of 
marriage, 520 after between two and five 
years, 1,275 between five and ten,1,162 between 
ten and fifteen, 740 between fifteen and 
twenty, 487 between twenty and twenty-five, 
and 453 after more than twenty-five years of 
wedded life. It may be added that in 48 per 
cent of the cases in which a divorce was 
granted thére was no issue by the marriage.

A CORNER. 


The Molasses Sugar Product of the Country 
Said to Have Been Purchased by the 
Agents of the Combination—What Mr. 
Spreckels Says of the Outlook—He Is 
Not Asleep. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 28.

This rumor attracted considerable attention 
and was excitedly discussed in sugar circles. 
Several of the leading wholesale grocers 
stated that the trust was in a very strong po- 
sition and that it had recently been hoarding 
its resources, probably with a view to resort- 
ing to a master stroke to hurt Spreckels. It 
was thought that this stroke was the pur- 
chase of all the domestic molasses sugar. 

WHAT SPRECKELS SAYS. 

Mr. Spreckels was found at his office at 
Water and Chestnut streets yesterday after- 
noon. He had spent the entire morning at 
the refinery at the foot of Reed street. He 
says: Tes, I believe it is quite true that all 
the domestic molasses sugar has been pur- 
chaged by the trust. Iheardso yesterday. 
The trust thought that they had me cornered 
—thatI was purchasing no other grades of 
sugar—butthey are mistaken. I have pur- 
chased domestic molasses sugar and will com- 
mence operations with that grade, and 1 had 
contracted for as much as I needed before the 
trust began the purchase. Not only did I 
have as much domestic molasses sugar as I re- 
quired, butI was able to accommodate the 
Sugar Trust and let them have them 2,000 tons 


that had been secured by mé. My name does 
not figure in the transaction, and this will 
doubtiess be news to the trust, and you may 
be sure that they had to pay a good balance 
more for it than the figure at which I had se- 
cured it. The price paid by the trust for this 
sugar was far above the market value, and I 
shail be satisfied if they continue purchasing 
in the same proportion.’’ 

. H 18 NOT ASLEEP. 

Continuing, Mr. Spreckels said: ‘‘I have 
made my engagements for * purchases a 
long way ahead, and when 1 have any sur- 
plus I shall always be glad to accommodate 
the trust; but they need not imagine that I 
shall do it for nothing, or that I am asleep. 
The difference between what I had paid for 
my portion of this molasses sugar and what 
the trust paid for it was 3820, 000. 

The Spreckels refinery will be started on 
Friday. Mr. Spreckels announced that there 
was no need for further delay.

VENTILATION, 


Most Important Matter During the Win- 
ter Season, 


We have now come to the time of the year 
when shall sit with our windows closed and 
our doors also, and shall consequently feel 
the loss of that pure air which we have hith- 
erto admitted through open doors and win- 
dows, says a writer in the Ladies’ World. 
Not only shall we suffer this loss, but we shal! 
have to endure the untold eviis that accom- 


pany the warmth of stoves and furnaces. We 
can do much, however, to mitigate these evils 
by judicious ventilation of our houses, bat it 
will require some management and a littie 
study to accomplish this. The simplest 
method of ventilating a room is by opening 
the window from the top and putting it up 
from the bottom, allowing the foul air to es- 
cape and the pure air to enter. An open fre- 
ee helps greatly to keep the atr pure. Ifthe 

edroom windows are guarded by shades and 
blinds, one at least may remain open all 
night, provided it does not subject the sleeper 
toa draught, and the effect will be highly 
beneficial. This should most certainly be 
done in any apartment heated by a stove or 
furnace, as carbonic-oxide escapes from 
either as ordinarily manufactured. 

Airis sure to become unwholesome when- 
ever it stagnates long, se the best thing one 
can do is to make it circulate, or at least to 
set it in motion outward from the room, and 
this can be done, as we have said, by opening 
the window attop and bottom. If windows 
and doors are opposite each other, open both, 
if it is only for sixty seconds, and let a strong 
rush of cold air come in; and this will drive 
the heated foul air out. 

On coming into the room after thie ventila- 
tion, no one With any sensibility can fall to 
discover the healthful difference between 
foulness and purity. This simple act of ven- 
tilation should be performed in every sleep- 
ing chamber where lamps have been lighted 
and people sitting before retiring. This 
thorough air cleansing will be needed in ad- 
dition to openiug the sashes and leaving 
them thus with blinds closed and shades 
drawn down. -

THE PRESENT SITUATION. 


‘THE WORLD’S FAIR CANVASS A8 IT APPEARS 
IN WASHINGTON. 


The National Capital in the Field and the 
Infinence That This Fact Has on St. 
Louis—The Situation Daily Growing More 
Favorable—A New York Scheme—A Bill 


Ro the latest reports re- 
ports received from Wash- 
ington, the chances of St. 
Louis for the World’s Fair 
are growing brighter every 
day, while its opponents, 
with the possible exception 

of the national capital, have 
been steadily losing ground. 
The St. Louls end of the 
agitation has been most ef- 
fectively handled, but the 
Washington bureau has 
done as good, if not better 
work, not because it was 
more eflicient, but because 

It has had better opportuni- 

ties of coming in contact 
with the men wuose votes will decide the 
question. 
WASHINGTON IN THE FIELD. 

A private letter was yesterday received by a 
member of the Executive Committee from 
ex-Gov. Thomas C. Fletcher, in which a sum- 
mary ofthe situation was given. The sup- 
port of Washington, it was stated, had been 
very considerably underestimated, and that 
city would be found to be a formidable com- 
petitor. But that it could be awarded the 
World’s Fair was not believed, as its advo- 
cates were nearly all in the Senate 
and but few were to be found in the 
House of Representatives. It was 
generally admitted that the Senate would not 
be allowed to select the site for the World’s 
2 but that its influence would be confined 
o acting asa drag on the Lower House, and 
perhaps causing ~ reconsideration of a vote in 
the latter selecting any -city asasite. That 
the choice of the Lower House, expressed 
more than once, would be resisted by the 
Senate, was not believed to be possible, and 
in this fact lay the weakness of Washington. 

AN ADVANTAGE TO Sr. LOUIS. 

That the national capital is in the field, with 
a considerable support, is regarded as in no 
way disadvants geous to St. Louis, 


but exactly the opposite. The friends 
of this city who have visited Washington and 
the Kast have recognized the fact that New 
York is the antagonist most to be feared. 
Were it not for the candidacy of Washinton, 
the metropolis would be far more dangerous 
thanitis. But as matters stand, such sup- 
port as the national capital has in the Lower 
House would naturallygo to New York were 
Washington not in the fleld. Maryland, Vel- 
aware, the Virginias, the Carolinas, Georgia, 
part of Penusylvanla, and a majority of the 
votes from Vermont, Massachusetts, and 
New Hampesbire, ‘with possibly one 
or two Connecticut Congressmen, 
are counted upon as favorable to ages ar eo ＋ 
Nearly all of these votes would naturally go 
to New York were that city the only Eastern 
candidate in the field and would give ita 
dangerous lead. Under the present condi- 
tions, however, other alliances have been en- 
tered Into, and when Washington retires from 
the contest it is not believed that New York 
can geta quarter of the votes that otherwise 
would have been cast forit. The Connecticut 
contingent will change to New York, if 
it ever votes for any other city; 
two or three votes from Massachusetts 
will be gained, and about the same number 
from Vermont and New Hampshire. The 
majority of the Massachusetts vote is credited 
to hicago. What the Pennsylvanians 
will do is not known, as there is 
much gett of New York, and this 
it is believed will outbalance the 


friendship arising from propingulty. 
STRONG POSITION OF sr. LOUIS. 

Where St. Louis will lead ali competitors as 
a second choice among the supporters of 
Washington is in the remaining States. Nearly 
all the Delaware and Maryland? 7 om — 
will vote for this city as soon as lg ay 
is out ofthe field. Every vote from the Vir- 

injas, with the possible exception of those 

rom Richmond and vicinity, where New 
York capitalisticinfiuence is 8 will be 
cast for St. Louis. This is due 
to the appeals made b the 
Virginia State sub-committee, With 
both Carolinas will follow the example of 
their Northern neighbors, and such of the 
Georgians as do not vote for St. Louis on the 
first Ballot will be found on its side before the 
decision is reached. From this summary it 
can be seen that the candidacy of Wasnington 
has divided the pee York vote and enabied 
St. Louis to obtain ene that it could not 
have otherwise done. The candidacy of the 
National Capital has proven to bea distinct 
and valuable advantage to this city. 

A PLAN OF ALLIANCE.

Statement of the President of the Bank—A 
Deep Laid Plot. r 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 28.—Dr. J. C. Rey - 
nolds, President of the bank at Hurley, 
where the $40,000 robbery took place, sald to a 
reporter that the most astonishing feature of 
the new developments in the case is the claim 
made by the detectives that the robbery is the 
result of aconspiracy which wus golug on for 
at least eight months.

The of 
ficers say that this gang ald not finally com- 
mit the robbery, and the leader does not 
know who did, but he will tell who furnished 
him with the combinutton of the safe when he 
expected to crack it. The officers have given 
me various other important pieces of infor- 
mation which show a deep laid plot, and I 
shudder when I think of the danger that my 
brother, the cashier, has been in for nearly a 
year. Under some circumstances the robbery 
might have meant ruin to the bank.

FIGHTING A FRANCHISE, 


THE TWENTY-FIGHTH WARD OPPOSING 
THE LINDELL ELECTRIC ROAD. 


A Very Lively Debate Before the Council 
Committee on Kailroads— The Regula. 
tors From the Last Ward on the List 
Come Out With Their War Paint On 
Causes of the Trouble, 


HE Twenty - eighth 
Ward,or rather a dele- 
gation of residents 
from that portion of 
the city, attended the 
meeting of the Coun- 
cil Committee on Rail- 
roads yesterday after- 
noon and tackled the 
Lindeil Railway. The 
meeting was very livés 
ly, and at times the 
discussion became 
very pointedly person- 
al. Several of the 
gentlemen called each 
other liars, and point 


blank contradictions 
were more frequent 
than logical arguments during the debate. 
The Council committee had previously an- 
nounced that yesterday’s meeting was for the 
purpose of hearing arguments for and against 
the Central & Western and Lindell avenue bills 
But little was said regarding the Central & 
Western bill, and after a brief addrees by the 
attornev, Henry D. Laughlin, the matter was 
laid aside, and the attention of the entire 
gathering centered upon the Lindell avenue 
extension. The Lindell road was represented 
by George D. Capen, President, and Eugene 
Sievin and Joseph McGinness, attorneys. 
Mr. Slevin made ashort address which was 
taken up mainly with a definition ofthe con- 
templated route ofthe extension which the 
company wishes to put down and connect 
with its present line, which runs out Finney 
to Tavior, around on Taylor avenue to Fairfax 
and back to Vandeventer. From this linea 
connection with 
DELMAR AVENUE I8 DESIRED 
anywhere between Vandeventer and Taylor 
avenues, Tuylor avenue preferred. Once 
upon Delmar avenue the company would like 
to get as much of it as pessibie. Mr. Comfort, 
chairman of the committee, asked if the com- 
pany would give up the Fairfax avenue line if 
they were allowed Delmar. Ar. Slevin said 


he did not see the necessity of such a thing. 

Mr. Slevin continued with the statement 
that the majority of the Twenty-eighth Ward 
residents were in favor of the road and that 
the objection came from but a few who did not 
know very well what they were tuiking about. 
Mr. Simon L Boogher jumped to his feet and 
flatly contradicted Mr. dlevin. Mr. Slevin re- 
piied, It is true. Mr. Boowher said, It is 
not. After repeating these short sentences 
in words of one syllable a dozen or so of times 
they were stopped by Mr. Comfort, who ex- 
plained that personalities should be ex- 
changed out in the hallway or some other 
convenient place. 

The set-to between Slevin and Mr. Boogher 
was foliowed bya debate upon volts, am- 
peres and potentials oetween Mr. Georve D. 
Capen and Mr. Abe Bioch. Both gentlemen 
quoted Edison as authority for the most con- 
tradictory statements. The committee, how- 
ever, was not convinced bythe debate that 
the overhead wire was either dangerous or 
hariniess. 

Mr. McGinness then presented a petition 
signed o) property owners of the Twenty- 
eighth Ward who were in favor of the exten- 
sion. Then the Twenty-eighth Warders for 
the opposition showed that most ofthe sign- 
ers were non-residents and speculfitors. Mr. 
McGinness replied that the opposition had 
guined its following by scaring the people to 
death about the deadly wires. 

The debate took another turn at this point, 
and thesubject of what was to be done with 
the franchise after it was obtained was dis- 
cussed. 

After about two hours of talking the com- 
mittee decided they had had enough and ad- 
journed. 

It is still a question in the minds of the Lin- 
dell people and the opposition as to which 
side got the best of it.
